Navy airman returns 
from pirate mission 


TALES of pirates and smuggling have returned to 
Dorchester with curtsey of a former student back from 
tackling the criminals off the African coast. 

Royal Navy airman Todd Richards, 20, returned to 
the town after helping foil piracy and other illegal ac¬ 
tivities in the Somali Basin on board Royal Navy 
frigate HMS Chatham. 

The former Thomas Hardye School pupil was on his 
first deployment on the 5,300-tonne warship since 
joining the Navy in 2008. 

Mr Richards said: “The seizure of the pirate ships 
was the real highlight of this deployment and just re¬ 
ward for the hard work, dedication and professional¬ 
ism of the entire ship’s company. 

“This was exactly the kind of challenge that I joined 
the Royal Navy to experience and though I enjoyed

this trip, as ever, I am looking forward to getting home 
and spending time with my family and friends. 

“HMS Chatham is my first operational sea unit and 
I am enjoying the opportunity to see some of the world 
and experience some of the many varied cultures out 
there.” 

His job is servicing and maintenance of all 
Chatham’s Lynx helicopter survival equipment, in¬ 
cluding lifejackets, survival suits and life rafts. 

During his six-month deployment Mr Richards was 
involved in liberating an India-flagged dhow, from So¬ 
malian pirates, rescuing 23 seamen from a cyclone 
damaged vessel off the Horn of Africa and destroying 
two skiffs after intercepting a group of suspected pi¬ 
rates near Tanzania.

AT the end of this month West Dorset will once 
again be celebrating its rich agricultural sur¬ 
roundings with the annual Melplash Show. 

The show is a steadfast event in the diary of 
local people of all ages and attracts visitors from 
far and wide. 

This week's 60 Second Interview is with the 
show's new Chairman Nigel Jones. Having first 
been a part of the show 30-years-ago, as a car 
park attendant, Nigel has seen the show grow 
into one of the regions principle events. 

In his spare time Nigel is a big sports fan. Hav¬ 
ing played rugby for Dorchester for many years, 
Nigel now intends to turn his focus to cricket after 
a knee operation later in the year. 

Nigel is also a proud co-owner of the racehorse 
"The Jazz Musician" who this season raced at 
some of the top courses in the country. 

The Melplash Show is on for one-day only on 
Thursday, August 26th. 


■ HOW much preparation goes into the Melplash 
Show? 

I don’t think people would credit how much background 
work goes into it, certainly from a quasi-professional role 
like the secretary and the assistants here in the office. 
Behind that there is also a huge amount of voluntary as¬ 
sistance, work done by an army of different people and 
without them the show wouldn’t work. It’s a fantastic 
testament to the good will of the local community. 

■ HOW have you seen the show develop since your 
first involvement 30-years-ago? 

Immeasurably, from a relatively small country show it 
is now a principle show in the area. What you will see in 
agricultural country shows is that some of them have 
gone very commercial and some have disappeared alto¬ 
gether. Whereas with the Melplash Show the whole idea 
is to try and portray that authentic traditional country 
image as well as being well-organised and slick as pos¬ 
sible, catering for what everybody wants. We have a very 
diverse audience bearing in mind where we are. We are 
one of the only, if not the only show located this close to 
the sea, so we have an awful lot of holidaymakers who 
come to the show as well as the indigenous population. 

■ WHAT makes the show special compared to oth¬ 
ers? 

I think exactly that, it’s orientation towards its traditional 
nature. It has all the ingredients that people want and it 
isn’t trying to be a commercial show that some have 



moved towards, yet equally it is so much more than just 
a country fete. 

The Devon County Show is now a huge commercial 
event, we are very much in that traditional niche and 
that’s where we intend to stay. 

■ WHAT have been the highlights to you from past 
shows? 

The highlights for me have been my two years as vice 
chairman, making sure everything has gone alright. From 
an organisational point of view to get through the day, 
making sure everyone has enjoyed it and that everything 
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ran on time is the main goal. 

■ WHAT are you particularly looking forward to this 
year? 

I’m looking forward to the main ring attractions. We have 
got the white helmets motorcycle display team and as a 
sort of antithesis to them for people who don’t want noisy 
motorbikes we have also got the fabulous Rockwood dog 
display team who are just extraordinary. All the cattle and 
the sheep classes will be tremendous; we have lots of en¬ 
tries there. All the horse classes again have lots of entries. 
A new thing we introduced last year is the By the Sea 
marquee because of where we are we thought the agricul¬ 
ture of the sea is just as important as the agriculture of the 
land, so that’s lot of good fun. This year we also have the 
curry competition, sponsored by Mr and Mrs Michaud 
who grow the world’s hottest chilli and it is judged by the 
Taj Mahal in Bridport. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I just want people who are funny. I would like Jeremy 
Clarkson, I think he is just hilarious. He’s not PC and is 
generally upfront and fairly rude and difficult, I find him 
extremely amusing. I’d like Tommy Cooper who is my 
favourite comedian of all time. Then I’d like somebody 
equally funny, the cricket commentator Brian Johnson. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

The last film I watched was Toy Story 3 3D with my 
daughter, the last book that I read was the autobiography 
of Paul Nicholls the racehorse trainer and the last CD I 
listened to was Eva Cassidy.

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Police hunt possible 
serial scam artist

POLICE refuse to rule out the possibility a serial scam 
artist is targeting the area’s post offices following in¬ 
cidents mirroring that which saw a Dorchester busi¬ 
ness swindled out of £400. 

The thief struck firstly at Bradpole where he left with 
£360 before making his way to Bridport where he was 
forced to leave empty handed by sharp-eyed staff in 
the West Street office. 

A released e-fit bears an uncanny resemblance to the 
description of a man who targeted two post offices in 
the Dorchester area in March with a similar cash-swap 
scam. 

In a scam mirroring the Dorchester incidents the five 
feet eight inches tall man, with short dark hair, inten¬ 
tionally tricked the clerk by handing over £850 in £50 
notes before then requesting smaller denominations in 
return. 

The a clean-shaven man around 40-years-old of 
Asian appearance entered Bradpole’s Middle Street 
Post Office, on July 23rd, where, speaking in broken 
English, he initiated the cash-swap scam. 

Police Constable Caroline Orchard, of Bridport Po¬ 
lice, said: “Investigations are ongoing in view of the 
incident in Dorchester. We don’t know if they are 
linked and don’t wish to conform or deny that at this 
time. 

“We have to look at everything at the moment. 

“Following further enquiries, I am now able to re¬ 
lease an e-fit of the man responsible for the Bridport 
incidents. 

“I would also like to speak to any local business 
owners who feel that they may have been the victim 
of a similar type of crime within the last couple of 
weeks. 

“I would like to speak with anyone who witnessed 
either of these two incidents and anyone who saw a 
man of this description in any post offices in the Brid¬ 
port area. 

“Anyone with any information should contact me ur¬ 
gently.” 

At the time of the incident, the thief was wearing a 
long-sleeved tan-coloured top, a heavy gold necklace, 
silver bracelet and three gold rings on his right hand 

The previous incident on March 16th saw Dorchester 
businessman Issa Musleh swindled in the cash swap 
scam, when the thief asked for 20pence pieces for his 
“mama” at the Mount Skippet Way, Crossways, 
branch.

The Devonport-based 
Chatham utilised its two 
Rolls Royce Spey gas tur¬ 
bine engines to reach 
speeds of around 28 knots 
as they chased down and 
seized pirate vessels. 

Commander Simon 

Huntington, HMS 

Chatham’s Commanding 
Officer, said of the deploy¬ 
ment: “We have actively 
dismpted several group of 
pirates who were poised to 
strike. 

“I have no doubt that 


these people were intent 
on seizing a merchant ves¬ 
sel and its crew, for crimi¬ 
nal means. 

“I am extremely pleased 
that due to the vigilance of 
my ship’s company, HMS 
Chatham found and 
quickly intercepted them, 
preventing them from car¬ 
rying out an act of piracy. 
The presence of NATO 
warships in the region pro¬ 
vides ongoing protection 
to law abiding seafarers, 
making it much harder for 
Somali pirates to conduct 
their operations.” 


Protesters campagin against'tar sands' 


GREENPEACE cam¬ 
paigners in Dorchester 
are fighting to stop BP’s 
latest business venture 
in Canada which they 
say could kill nearby 
wildlife and damage the 
health of residents. 

In April the explosion 
of a BP oilrig in the 
Gulf of Mexico sparked 
the biggest environmen¬ 
tal catastrophe in US 
history. However, 
Greenpeace argues that 
the company’s newest 
venture of extracting oil 
from the Canadian “tar 
sands” could be just as 
damaging unless 

stopped in time. 

Local Green peace co¬ 
ordinator Emma 

O’Neill said: “BP is 
planning to invest $2.5 
billion this year to ex¬ 
tract oil from the tar 
sands of Canada, a proj¬ 
ect which will create 
even more greenhouse 
gas emissions than 
drilling for regular oil. 

“The process requires 
massive amounts of en¬ 
ergy to pump the sticky 
black sands to the sur¬ 
face before they can be 
sent in pipelines for re¬ 
fining. 

“Local wildlife is 
under threat because the 
boreal forest in which 
BP plans to operate con-

tains animals like beaver 
and caribou, and local in¬ 
digenous people say the 
process leads to high lev¬ 
els of cancer and other 
health problems and that 
their basic human rights 
have been forgotten in the 
rush for short term prof¬ 
its.” 

As part of their cam¬ 
paign against the drilling, 
Greenpeace volunteers in 
Dorchester displayed a 
large version of BP’s fa¬ 
mous sunflower logo in 
the town centre recently. 

People were invited to 
peel off the petals from a 
specially perforated 


sheet, revealing a mosaic 
of BP’s oil soaked opera¬ 
tions. 

They were then asked 
to write messages on the 
petals before attaching 
them to a separate sheet 
to spell out the words 
“No Tar Sands.” 

Emma said: “People 
were shocked to learn 
that behind the carefully 
crafted BP image of Be¬ 
yond Petroleum lies a 
plan to devastate Cana¬ 
dian forests. Many wrote 
personal messages, and 
we have collected hun¬ 
dreds of signed letters to 
be sent to BP.” 

Greenpeace volunteers 


also visited Loder’s 
Garage in Dorchester in 
protest at BP’s continued 
attempts to pump oil from 
ever more remote parts of 
the world despite the 
risks to the environment. 
Customers were 

leafleted, the “No Tar 
Sands” posters displayed, 
and a letter delivered to 
the forecourt manager. 

And on July 27th, mem¬ 
bers of the Dorchester 
and Weymouth Green¬ 
peace groups delivered 
their message to London, 
together with a memento 
in the form of a copy of 
the Mayor of Caster- 
bridge.

Councillor Phillips is hoping the hospital’s money, 
which he chose to support after the excellent care he 
received when he had to two toes amputated, will go 
to Fortuneswell Cancer Trust. 


As president of the Stroke Club’s, he said the choice 
was made for them to be the second charity after his 
wife, Vonty, suggested it in memory of her two sisters 
who died after suffering from the illness.

Fire service warning 
on Chinese lanterns 

DORSET Fire and Rescue Service is warning people of the potential dangers 
that can be caused by Chinese lanterns following the dry, hot summer. 

The paper and mesh lanterns come flat packed and the user lights a tea- 
candle and sets it into the base of the lantern, which gives it the heat to float 
away, much like a hot air balloon. 

Keith Barnes, Christchurch Station Manager, explained:"Although we would 
rather people didn't use them at all, we also understand that they are often 
set off during a festive event for example. 

"We are therefore asking people to be careful about where and when they 
set them off. There is the danger that if set off in enclosed gardens with over¬ 
hanging trees and bushes, or close to nearby property, the lanterns can get 
caught and start fires. Wind speed and air temperature can also have a dra¬ 
matic effect on how quickly the lantern will rise above potential risks. 

"It is safest to set them off on a cool, still evening in large open areas away 
from standing crops, forestry and heathland or other areas where they can 
reach height without hindrance, naturally burn out, and land unlit and safely 
elsewhere. 

"We have had a few examples whereby the lanterns have set fire to sur¬ 
rounding shrubs and trees and the Service has had to be called, and this is 
what we are trying to avoid."

Dorset Police stop more than 10,000 
drivers on their No Excuse campaign 


MORE than 10,000 drivers have been 
caught by Dorset Police at the halfway 
point of their ‘No Excuse’ campaign. 

In the first six months the number of 
drivers and motorcyclists caught endan¬ 
gering the lives of others on Dorset’s 
roads has reached five figures. 

Around 21 per cent of all offences de¬ 
tected have been for not wearing a seat- 
belt. According to Government 
research, these people would have been 
twice as likely to die in the event of a 
crash. 

People caught using their mobile 
phones while driving - which research 
shows makes you four times more 
likely to crash - has also been high at 
more than 680 in six months. 

In the last month, around 1,300 tickets 
have been issued as a result of addi¬ 
tional enforcement by police officers 
and safety camera operators. 

Other types of offence for which peo¬ 
ple have been caught with no excuse 
have included driving without insur¬ 
ance, license or MOT resulting in vehi¬ 
cles being seized and drivers not in 
proper control of their vehicle. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, Dorset 
Police head of special operations, said: 


“Some 10,000 detections in six months 
by the dedicated ‘No Excuse’ team 
alone, shows very clearly that there 
continues to be an unacceptable number 
of motorists who are prepared to risk 
their own lives and those of others by 
refusing to comply with laws designed 
to prevent tragedies. 

“I hope that through Police contact 
with individual motorists, and the 
media support the campaign has re¬ 
ceived, the message is beginning to get 
through that there really is ‘no excuse’ 
for poor driving.” 

Robert Smith, Dorset County Council 
road safety manager, said: “Many more 
drivers are realising that they could be 
caught for bad or careless driving any¬ 
where, anytime in Dorset and are pay¬ 
ing much more attention to their 
driving. 

“On Dorset’s roads, it pays to expect 
the unexpected before every bend, junc¬ 
tion, roundabout, brow of a hill and 
seemingly quiet straight roads. 

“Being distracted or not wearing a 
seatbelt while on the move can have 
fatal consequences for you, your pas¬ 
sengers and other road users. Brain in 
gear, mobile off, seatbelt on.” 


sessions, which will 
provide a range of es¬ 
sential advice on topics 
including observation, 
positioning, speed man¬ 
agement, reading the 
road and awareness of 
other road users. 

They are part of a pilot 
project encouraging 
drivers to participate in 
post-test training to im¬ 
prove their motoring 
skills by making them 
more controlled, confi¬ 
dent and less likely to 


become involved in a 
collision. 

Cabinet member for 
transport, Peter Finney, 
said: “I would urge as 
many people as possi¬ 
ble to take this chance 
to brush up their driving 
skills. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
long you have been 
driving, these sessions 
can help you improve 
your road sense and re¬ 
duce the risk of becom¬ 
ing involved in an 
accident.” 


At the end of the pre¬ 
sentations, drivers will 
be able to enrol with the 
group on the practical 
‘Skill for Life’ course. 
This training involves 
being guided by a spe¬ 
cially trained observer 
to advanced test stan¬ 
dard. 

As part of this pilot, 
people who live, work 
or attend an educational 
establishment in the 
Dorset County Council 
area may be eligible for 


a discount on the cost of 
‘Skill for Life’ training. 

Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil senior road safety of¬ 
ficer Sue Virgin said: 
“The success of the 
county council’s driver 
refresher courses has 
led us to promote ‘Skill 
for Life’ as a way of 
providing training for 
those who can’t attend 
courses during the day 
or who want to continue 
their training.”

Gardening Jobs for August 


O n the Lawn - Raise the blades on the 
mower before cutting fine lawns. This 
will help reduce drought stress. Mow 
lightly and frequently so that short grass clip¬ 
pings can remain on the lawn during hot sum¬ 
mers to act as a moisture-retentive mulch. 

Excess thatch can be scarified out during au¬ 
tumn maintenance next month. Lawns on 
thin soils may benefit from a high phosphate 
feed. Summer meadows may need mowing 
now if they have past their season of interest. 

The Shrub Border - Collect seed from 
favourite plants. Prune Wisteria and shrubs 
such as Pyracantha after flowering. Flebe and 
lavenders can be given a light prune after 
flowering. Continue to deadhead shrubs, such 
as roses, to extend flowering into early au¬ 
tumn. Rambling roses can be pruned now, 
once they have finished flowering. 

Thoroughly soak drought-stressed plants 
and shrubs, especially newly planted ones. 
Use grey, recycled or stored rain water wher¬ 
ever possible. Semi-ripe cuttings can still be 
taken to propagate many common garden 
shrubs (e.g. box, Ceanothus, lavender). Rho¬ 
dodendrons, azaleas and Clematis can be 
propagated by layering. 

Flower border/Patio area - Don't neglect 
hanging baskets - deadheading, watering and 
feeding will help them last through until au¬ 
tumn. Deadhead plants such as Dahlia, rose 
and Penstemon and bedding to prolong the 
display colour well into early autumn. Don't 
cut off the flower heads of ornamental 
grasses. These will provide winter interest. 

Propagate irises by dividing the rhizomes if 
not done last month. Propagate perennials by 
dividing once they have finished flowering, 
but only in areas with some rain and duller 
weather, to avoid drying out problems. 

Take cuttings of tender perennials such as 
Pelargonium and Osteospermum, as soon as 
possible. A greenhouse, cool conservatory or 
a light windowsill are ideal to bring them on

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until they are established. 

Most perennial weeds are best dealt with when 
in active growth. Applying a weed killer containing 
Glyphosate during summer will ensure that the 
roots, as well as the top growth, are killed.

Helping make businesses 
that five per cent better 


THIS week we meet PHIL GORDON, the 
marketing brain behind the Dorchester Business 
Improvement District. View reporter PAUL 
CROMPTON talks to Phil about his success in 
marketing and his love of cricket 


44 MOST products 
were 95 per cent 
brilliant and five per 
flawed, so I thought it 
would be a real challenge 
to help develop that five 
per cent to make it 100 
per cent brilliant, this is 
my dream job,” said the 
marketing brain behind 
the hugely successful 
Dorchester Business Im¬ 
provement District, BID 
for short. 

Having moved back to 
“his roots” from Berk¬ 
shire to be closer to his 
parents, who live in Brid- 
port, Phil Gordon has 
lived in Thomcombe for 
the last seven years, 
rekindling his love of 
cricket, which sees him 
today, sat in the village 
shop, for which he is a 
sporadic volunteer, with a 
broken thumb and tales 
of celebrity matches - in¬ 
cluding the 12 ball over’s 
by local resident Oliver 
Letwin MP. 

Sipping from a cup of 


coffee at a wobbly table, 
Phil recalls how four 
years ago he started Kaa- 
boom Marketing Serv¬ 
ices offering marketing, 
Public Relations and 
sales support for smaller 
and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses. 

He said: “I became 
aware when I moved 
down here there was a lot 
of excellent businesses in 
Dorchester, some of 
which had fantastic prod¬ 
ucts and services and 
needed a little help with 
getting the best out of 
them.” 

Following this move, 
the future project man¬ 
ager of Dorchester BID, 
was only an advert away 
from becoming part of 
what he refers to as a 
“business positive” town. 


“My wife saw an advert 
in the paper for a project 
manager for the Dorch¬ 
ester BID, but I knew 
nothing about what a 
BID is or was and quite 
frankly I was not particu¬ 
larly interested in project 
management,” he said. 
“However, I did a little 
bit of research and the 
more I read the more ex¬ 
cited I got seeing what a 
huge opportunity for 
Dorchester, it was for us 
to take control of our 
own destiny a bit.” 

A BID is a collection of 
businesses within a de¬ 
fined geographical area 
who vote to invest collec¬ 
tively in local improve¬ 
ments to enhance their 
trading environment, ini¬ 
tiated, financed and led 
by the commercial sector,

a BID helps provide ad¬ 
ditional or improved 
services as identified and 
requested by those busi¬ 
nesses, to the baseline 
services provided by the 
local authority in that 
area. 

All the businesses are 
invited to vote in a ballot 
on a business plan and 
basically that plan can 
contain anything sug¬ 
gested by the public of 
businesses to improve 
the town and make it a 
more viable place to do 
business. 

“I really enjoy seeing a 
business achieve and 
people in that business 
actually benefit from all 
the hard work. It’s what 
keeps me going, turning 
passion into results,” he 
said. 

“The important thing 
about the BID is that we 
were in the worst reces¬ 
sion anyone can remem¬ 
ber, certainly since the 
war, and in that time we 
lost 20 odd businesses in¬ 
cluding high street names 
like Woolworths and 
Adams, but we have 
gained over 35 new busi¬ 
nesses in that same pe¬ 
riod, so Dorchester is 
actually business positive 
which is an amazing 
achievement I think.” 

This influx of new busi¬ 
nesses includes Well- 
worths, which has caught 
the country’s imagina¬ 
tion, reportedly become a 
tourist destination in its 
own right, and the sub¬ 
ject of a one hour BBC 
documentary, which Phil 
says, helped put Dorch¬ 
ester back on the map 
and the reason why peo¬ 
ple still flock to the town. 

However, Phil is not a 
man who is satisfied with 
concentrating on one 
thing. After moving to 
the area, where his fam¬ 
ily tree goes back several 
generations, he decided it 
was the perfect time to 
build his own house. 

So on moving to the 
area he and his family 
started their self build 
home, which he’d “never 
done anything like it be¬ 
fore,” he said, adding 
“But it was a fantastic ex¬ 
perience. I do feel from 
time-to-time when I walk 
through the door, I just 
think we really did do 
this ourselves. I don’t 
know how we did it, I 
was project manager and 
did a lot of things myself 
where possible, like a bit 
of plastering and elec¬ 



tronics. 

“It was a real experi¬ 
ence, an emotional 
roller-coaster going 
through the planning 
problems, problems with 
access but the views kept 
us going.” 

Of course, for a man 
with bags of energy, en¬ 
thusiasm and drive, the 
transition from market¬ 
ing and PR for Dorch¬ 
ester BID to fixing his 
own electronics is not a 
huge step. 

“There were lots of rea¬ 
sons, “ he said of com¬ 
pleting a five year 
apprenticeship at EMI, 
“partly because I’m a 
gadgets man, I like tech¬ 
nology and electronics 
and back in the 1970s 
and 80s it was probably 
the best place to be. But 
I knew that if I wanted to 
make a decent living it 
wasn’t the best career. I 
wanted to get out into the 
‘big wide world’ and so 
worked in electronics en¬ 
gineering 15 years.” 

However, he said: 
“Once the house was 
built it became apparent 
I was too young and poor 
to retire and needed to do 
something; I like to be 
doing things and keep 
active.” 

And so destiny called 
in the form of the news¬ 
paper advert and here he 


is today, sat with his 
second cup of coffee 
resting in front of him, 
becoming animated as 
he talks of the up com¬ 
ing Twenty20 cricket 
cup final, which, thanks 
to his marketing in¬ 
stincts, took the oppor¬ 
tunity to link his love of 
the game with the BID 
by buying advertising 
space for the games at 
the Rose Bowl and other 
county grounds. 

“I was given the op¬ 
portunity a few months 
ago of an extremely 
cheap last minute deal 
for some cricket banner 
advertising,” Phil said, 
adding “It gives Dorch¬ 
ester international expo¬ 
sure and brings the 
marketing impact of 
Dorchester to a wider, 
more global audience 
and allows us the oppor¬ 
tunity to have Sky TV 
broadcast games with 
our message: dorch- 
ester.dorset.com Dis¬ 
cover our Secrets. 
There’s a good demo¬ 
graphic of people going 
to cricket, look at the 
people going, it’s a good 
audience to target to get 
to spend money in the 
town.” 

Phil said: “I love 
cricket. I’m competitive 
but I know my skill lim¬ 
its; I’d rather have a 


good game where you 
are not quite sure who 
will win it, but end up 
winning yourself. I 
enjoy friendly matches a 
lot, playing league 
games I find some sides 
are too intense and a bit 
un-cricket like, for me 
it’s not what the game is 
about.” 

Having started around 
nine years ago Phil’s 
passion for cricket has 
seen him coach a num¬ 
ber of Colts teams and 
managed the woman’s 
11 at Axminster, Devon. 
And his infectious love 
of the game even rubbed 
off on his “long suffer¬ 
ing” wife. 

“She was fed up with 
me listening to Test 
Matches so since a few 
years ago, to my amaze¬ 
ment, she said she 
would have a go and she 
has seen how much fun 
the social side of the 
game can be and now 
she’s a real cricket lover. 
The turning point was 
when I came home and 
found her watching the 
Test Match, and the look 
on her face when I 
walked in was brilliant. 

“After that I knew the 
transformation was 
complete, and I thought 
‘my work here was 
done’.”

T HE MILITARY Museum of Devon and Dorset is con¬

LIVE music and Glastonbury has been synonymous with one another ever 
since the first Pilton Pop Festival - as it was then known - back in 1970, but 
there is another event that's taken place in the town every year since 1996. 

The Glastonbury Extravaganza, now in it 15th year, takes place in the glo¬ 
rious surroundings of Glastonbury Abbey. This two-day family orientated 
event - with picnic hampers almost obligatory - is staged every August, 
with a pop/rock act headlining on the Saturday night and a classical con¬ 
cert on the Sunday. 

The Extravaganza is organised by the same team as the Glastonbury Fes¬ 
tival itself, with Michael Eavis very much at the forefront of this far more 
local event. 

This year's Saturday headliners were Madness - who played the Pyramid 
Stage at last year's main festival - and I can't think of a better band to tick 
all the boxes. Family friendly - check. Charismatic frontman - check. And a 
sack full of hit tunes - check. 

After a well received support slot from Seventies stalwarts Steve Harley 
&The Cockney Rebel - including their number one smash 'Make Me Smile 
(Come Up And See Me)'and a sing-a-long version of George Harrison's 
'Here Comes The Sun'- the audience readied itself for the main attraction. 

Hampers were packed away and the crowd got to its feet, with the area 
in front of the stage getting busier and busier as the sun went down and 
the ruins were floodlit in Technicolor. 

The souvenir stand was doing a roaring trade in comedy fezs and inflat¬ 
able saxophones, equally popular with children and grown-ups alike. And 
by the time Suggs & co hit the stage, it seemed the whole crowd were 
wearing a Madness 't'-shirt or sporting some sort of band related acces¬ 
sory. 

Suggs, dressed in a very natty suit, had made a cameo appearance at the 
end of Steve Harley's set, but was now ready for the spotlight to be very 
firmly on his band. 

"Hey you, don't watch that, watch this..." boomed Chas Smash, and so it 
began, with Madness launching the set with their first Top Ten hit, 'One 
Step Beyond'. And the hits kept on coming, with 'Embarrassment'and a 
fantastic arrangement of'My Girl'. 

The rest of the 90 minute plus set was a balanced mix of greatest hits, 
tracks from their fantastic latest album The Liberty of Norton Folgote, and 
a selection from their 2005 covers LP, The Dangermen Sessions. 

Most of the individual members of the band got a chance to shine, with 
guitarist Chris Foreman trying his hand at stand-up comedy, sax player 
Lee Thompson scaling the heights of the stage rigging and even keyboard 
player Mike Barson getting the chance to come out of the shadows. Only 
drummer Dan Woodgate seemed happy holding things together out of 
the spotlight. 

The crowd lapped up every tune, dancing and singing along with The 
Nutty Boys as if it was 1979. A great finale culminated in an encore of their 
theme tune - Prince Buster's'Madness' - and 'Night Boat To Cairo'from the 
1980 Work Rest and Play EP. 

The night was rounded off by an impressive fireworks display as a very 
happy crowd made their way home from the ancient ruins.

THOSE of us who live here in the Southwest of England are either fortu¬ 
nate or wise, or perhaps both. As a schoolboy in East Yorkshire during the 
war I learned to love the poetry of John Masefield, who was our Poet Lau¬ 
reate at the time. This evocative poem of his is one of my favourites. 

The West Wind 

It's a warm wind, the west wind, full of birds'cries; 

I never hear the west wind but tears are in my eyes. 

For it comes from the west lands, the old brown hills. 

And April's in the west wind, and daffodils. 

It's a fine land, the west land, for hearts as tired as mine, 

Apple orchards blossom there, and the air's like wine. 

There is cool green grass there, where men may lie at rest, 

And the thrushes are in song there, fluting from the nest. 

"Willye not come home brother?ye have been long away, 

It's April, and blossom time, and white is the may; 

And bright is the sun brother, and warm is the rain,- 
Willye not come home, brother, home to us again? 

"The young corn is green, brother, where the rabbits run. 

It's blue sky, and white clouds, and warm rain and sun. 

It's song to a man's soul, brother, fire to a man's brain, 

To hear the wild bees and see the merry spring again. 

"Larks are singing in the west, brother, above the green wheat, 

So will ye not come home, brother, and rest your tired feet? 

I've a balm for bruised hearts, brother, sleep for aching eyes," 

Says the warm wind, the west wind, full of birds' cries. 

It's the white road westwards is the road I must tread 
To the green grass, the cool grass, and rest for heart and head, 

To the violets, and the warm hearts, and the thrushes'song, 

In the fine land, the west land, the land where I belong. 


IT is not just the Southwest of England that is a rural holiday destination 
for those seeking beauty and tranquility, the Southwest of Ireland also has 
its attractions as described here by the Irish poet John Millington Synge.

Each damper assembly is tailored to suit the rigid¬ 
ity, noise and vibration performance in its imme¬ 
diate surroundings. 

As well as absorbing and minimising unwanted 
vibrations, particularly through the vehicle floor, 
they improve steering feel and ride comfort. Body 
deformation is also significantly reduced: in test¬ 
ing, Lexus engineers recorded a 15 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in the displacement of the left and right 
suspension towers. 

Their contribution to on-board comfort even ex¬ 
tends to cutting the amount of white noise trans¬ 
mitted through the car's audio system, the kind of 
attention to detail that is a hallmark of Lexus en¬ 
gineering. 

Structural rigidity 



Lexus's ambition is for the new CT 200h to set a 
benchmark for handling in its segment. To help 
meet this goal it has targeted measures to give the 
car excellent structural rigidity, in particular by op¬ 
timising weld points and bracing around the ve¬ 
hicle.

Children more distracting than phones when driving 


WHILE the debate rumbles on about 
whether hands-free phone calls are safe to 
take whilst driving, new research reveals 
that that the number one distraction to 
drivers is in fact their own children. 

Research conducted by motoring website, 
ContractHireAndLeasing.com reveals that chil¬ 
dren are by far the biggest distraction to driv¬ 
ers. When website visitors were asked what 
they found most distracting whilst driving, 
child passengers came top by a significant 
margin, taking over half of the vote (53 per 
cent)*. In second place 'taking hands-free 


phone calls'polled a measly 18 per cent of the 
vote. 

Yet opponents to the current laws on in-car 
phone use say that even using a phone hands¬ 
free is not safe and constitutes a dangerous 
distraction to the driver**. Despite evidence 
that child passengers are more distracting 
than either phones or sat-nav systems (even 
adult passengers attracted a higher percent¬ 
age of the vote at 14 per cent, than sat-navs 
which took 11 per cent), there has been little 
campaign support from road safety authori¬ 
ties to help motorists deal with the real in-car

A THRILLING last heat win at the Wessex Stadium gave Wey¬ 
mouth Wildcats victory which lifted them off the foot of the 
National League to be replaced by their opponents King's 
Lynn. 

Young Stars Simon Lambert was odd-on favourite to win the 
heat having scored a maximum in his first five rides, but he 
made his only mistake of the meeting on the second turn
